I 
look upon it therefore the Duty of a TRUE

o among us, who never were called forth into the 
Rank of Stateſmen ; as, on the contrary, we have 
had many eminent SHateſnen, who never, in a fingle 
Action of their Lives, deſerved the Stile of Patriots.

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HAVE drawp up a Definition to myſelf of 
theſe Two diſtinct Characters, and in what Lights 
I think they are both to be view'd by the Publick.

lance at Home betwixt privare Property, and the Pre- 
regative of the Crown. 


WHENEVER ſuch a Man ariſes i in de ins.

the moſt ſolemn Veneration, and is looked upon as 
the Guardian of the Realm ; the whole Proſperity of 
the Land is imputed to the Wiſdom of his Counſels; 
and upon every Emergency of Danger and Diſadvan- 


tage, the Eyes of the whole FOO are turn d upon 


him for Redreſs. 


BUT a Stateſman too. in the e his cha- 
racter, is to be confider'd as a Great Miniſter, in 
whom there may be no Neceſſity to ſuppoſe the ſame 
Folitical Knowledge, or active Honeſty. He may be 
one that having, perhaps, the Adminiſtration of the 
Treaſury, or Revenues ot a Kingdom in his Hands, 
and having withal a corrupt Soul, may have Vntereſis 
diſtinct from thoſe of the Sublick. The Nature and 
Convenience of his Employments may make him a 
Property to the Meaſures of the Court and its Party; 
and then, of Conſequence, the Province and Aaareſs 
of carrying Matters in a Senate, will ſway much more 
with 
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with him, than any Conſideration of the Gro

I ever we ſhould be curſt with fuch a Stateſman, 
he will be mark'd out with Univerſal Odium, and 
have the Sentiments of the whole Nation center in the 
Wiſhes of his Downfa!.

1 
hope I could not find a J/rerch of rhis Stamp, that 
ever drew his Breath in England, had I Leiſure to

SE 7 ANU Sof Rome, infamous to lateſt Poſte- 
rity, was, I think, a Stateſman exactly of this Com- 
plexion. Tacites, in the Words which I have pre- 
fix d to this Diſcourſe, gives a ſuccint, but compre- 
henſive, Character of him. He «vas a Man, ſays he, 
indefatigable, and patient of the Fatigues of Buſineſs, 
of a bold and aaring Spirit, careful to Skreen himſelf, 
and buſy to accuſe Others; of a towring Pride, and 
condeſcending Flattery, To outward Appearance, one of 
Abſtinence and Moeration, but in his Soul, 4 Perſon 
of inſatiable Avarice and Craving. 


HIS Ambition, we find, led him to ingroſs a 
Number of Zmployments, as his Thirſt of Wealth 
rompted him to make the moſt of every one of them. 
He perſuaded his Prince to retire from Nome, and 
the Weight of Buſineſs, that he might have Oppor 
tunities to gratify his Ambitious Defire of holding 
the Reins of Empire ; for though the Senate were 
join'd with him in the Stile of Porrer, they were but 
Oyphers in.the "yy of it. 


I HAVE beard it made a Subject of Wonder, 
that, ſo wiſe as S janus was, and fo fickle as he knew 
Tiberius to be ; when he had enjoy'd every Degree,

der; when he had amaſs'd a Treaſure exorbitant al- 
moſt as his Wiſhes could be; he did not covet to 
withdraw himſelf from Employments that made him 
the Mark of Univerſal Euuy, and, as he managed 
them, of Univerſal Hatred too. 


IT is reaſonable to imagine, that a Wiſe Man 
ſhould think it high Time to retire, and reſgu his 
Employments, when he perceives that by his Conduct 
he has provok'd the Diſafßection of the People againſt 
him. And I preſume, it will be allow'd, that a Ge- 
neral Hatred was never drawn upon any Man, without

I HENEVER a wicked Miniſter finds he 
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and Behaviour in the People with Repard to ſuch a 
Miniſter, is not ſo much the Effect of Levity in the 
one, as of Evil Conduct in the other. The New 
Miniſter uſually paves his Way-to Power by the Dil. 
grace of his Pregecefſor 3 and as Male. Agiminiſtration 
is generally imputed to the fallen Favourite, and that 
the Publick has laboured under ſome Hardſhips and 

the natural Conſequences of þ;s Miſma- 
nagements, tis no Wonder that the People purſue the 
One with Obloquy and Reproach, and. confirm, with 
emanimons Acclamations, the Prince's Choice of the 
Other, in Hopes to be freed, by his Means, from the 
Difficulties to which they were ſubjected by the Con- 
duct of the former. A 


BUT ifa little Time convinces the World, That 
the New rait Grandee, far from reQifying the 
Abuſes introduced. by his Predeceſſor, treads in the 
ſame Steps, and even lays greater and heavier Bur- 
thens on the People, than thoſe under which &þ& 
. groan'd before, what muſt be the natural Conſequences 
of ſuch Oppreſſions, but Murmurs and Uneafineſs ? 
Or, How can it be expected but that the Indignation 
and Diſcontents of the Publick, thus firriſtrared in 
their juſt Expettations, ſhould riſe to a Height pro- 
portionable to their Difappointment ? and that they 
mould load with Execraticns the fame Man whom 
(while they hoped better Things from him) they fol- 
lowed with Acclamations ? This Behaviour of the 
People is certainly very Fuſt and E927.

licy and Honeſty, for nor erecting on ſuch favorrrable 
Prepoſſeſſions, when it was ſo much in his Power, an 
abſolute Empire, both for his Maſter and himſelf, in 
the Affections of his Fellow.

{ill more to the Eſteem of his Sovereign, and thereby 
eſtabliſh his Adminiſtration on the beſt and moſt per.

to be inſeparable. 


OF all the Countries in Europe, England and N. 
Ples are cenſur'd moſt in Authors for Levity and 
Diſaffection to Governors. The People of theſe 
Two Kingdoms are ſaid to be prone. to Change, and 
never long pleaſed with their Rulers: But I cannot 
give into the Charge, nor think there is any Foun. 
dation in Juſtice for this National Cenſure. Con. 
trary Proofs may be given for this Kingdom, to go ng 


farther back, in its Affection to King Charles II. not. 


withſtanding the Luxuries of his Court, and many 
Inſtances of Male- Adminiſtration and Oppreſſion in 
his Reign. 


AS to Naples, the Diſtance they are at from their 
Prince, and the Adminiſtration . of Viceroys (who 
generally ſtudy to raiſe their Fortunes at the Publick 
Expence, and being Governors but for an uncertain 
Time, haſten to accumulate Riches) are principal 
Cauſes of* the Miſery and Diſcontents of that Nation 
Had it not been for Exorbitant Gabels, Maſſanello 
would have found no Followers. Nor would the 
Neapolitans have riſen as one Man, to throw off the 
Spaniſh Yoke, and *. for the preſent Emperot, 

had 
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had not the Duke 4 Eſcalcna, Viceroy for Philip V. 
been a weak Man, and made a Property of the People. 
And if His Imperial Majeſty would condeſcend to 
appoint an Arch-Dutcheſs his Siſter, to reſide among 
that People, (as was promiſed in his Name to the 
Neapolitaus when they ſubmitted to his Obedience) 
inſtead of Viceroys, the beſt of whom are but Sponges 
on the Publick, the Imperial Court, in all Probability, 
need never more be ſubject to the ſhocking Appre- 
henſions which alarm their Cabinet, from the Diſ- 
affection of that People, every Time a Spaniſb Squa- 
dron apppears in the Mediterranean. 


THERE are very few Inſtances, if any, of Inſur- 
rections or Murmurs in any Nation under the Sun, 
where the People have not been oppreſſed, and 
where the general Interefts of the Publick have 
been purſued. What Hardſhips, what Taxes, what 
Deſtruction and Havock of the Flower of their 
Youth, have not Ruſſia, France and Sweden under- 
gone, to ſupport the tow'ring Projects and enterprizing 
Views of the preſent Czar, and the late French and 
Swediſp Monarchs? And yet how patiently ! how 
faithfully! while they have had the Pleaſure of being 
commanded by Active and Martial Princes, who 
would ſuffer none to pillage them but themſelves, 
tho* but for the Acquiſition of a Falſe and Fantaftick 
Glory; whilſt the Breaſt of every Private Man has 
glow'd with a Spark of the ſame Fire, and every little 
Creature has taken to himfelf is Share of Pride, 'flat- 
tering himſelf to partake in the Glory of his Prince, - 
and the extended Limits of his Native Country; 
to which, indeed, he might lay ſome Sart of Claim, 
becauſe they were purchaſed at the Expence of his 


Blood, 
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Blood, nd the Loſs of Liberty and all the valuable 
Comforts of Life. And to ſo great a Degree has this 
falſe Glory reign'd in every Little Gallic Boſom, that 
nothing has been more common, than to hear the very 
Refugees who are, diſperſed Abroad in Foreign Coun. 
tries, and reckon themſelves perſecuted for Religion, 
as well as Millions of poor Wretches who inhabit that 
Kingdom, and are, in a manner deſtitute of Food and 
Raiment, boaſt, with a Fleaſure ſo great as has made 
them, for the Time, forget their Sufferings, theit 
Hunger, and their Nakegneſs, of the Magnificence 
and Conqueſts of their Grand Monarque, who to ſap. 
port the ſame, amidſt the exuberant Plenties of a moſt 
beneficent Climate, had reduced them; their Families, 
and half their Nation, to a State of Beggary.
